CIVILIAN CLOTHES. 


The immediate cause of the 
in- 


vestigation Is the fact that aU the 
E'en who escaped, and the three who 
were -trapped in the act, were dressed 
!n civilian clothes. They were em- 
l>lo>ed In the operation of the heat- 
ing plant and took advantage of their 
knowledge of the steam pipe tunnels 
to make their getaway. 


The nuestion that involves practi- 


cally every civilian employe of the 
prison is where the civilian clothing 
came from. Penitentiary authorities 
are positive that they were carried 
in either by some outside person or 
by a prison emploje. 


ADVANCE PLANS. 


The convicts had planned the de- 


livery for several weeks according 
to prison officials The clothing had 
been secretly hidden In the tunnel

Progressives Want Change 


in Inaugural Date.

Washington, Nov. 15—In Senator 


Borah's advocacy of a special session 
of congress to be held soon after 
March 4. next lies the progressive 
idea of a constitutional change In 
tile present antequated 
congressional sessions. 


Unable to do away with the "lame 


duck" session which begins Monday, 
Dec. 1, Senator Borah would have the 
new congress meet as soon as possi- 
ble in order that It may carry Into 
early effect whatever mandate the 
people gave it at the last election. 
Without a special session, the con- 
gressmen and senators elected the 
fourth of this month will be unable 
to function until one year from the 
coming December. 


INTEREST REVIVED. 


There is a revival of Interest every- 


where in the plan to have th'e con- 
gress elected In November each two 
years take office the first of the fol- 
lowing January. The plan also calls 
for 
the 
presidential 
inauguration 


every four years on the first of Jan- 
uary following the election. 
There 


is held to be no valid reason at the 
present time for a wait until Mar. 4. 
That date was all right In tho olden 
days 
when election returns 
were 


gathered slowly and when the pres- 
idential electors had to travel to 
Washington by stage coach or horse- 
back. 


The advantages of the proposed 


new constitutional system are held 
to be manifold; there are few if any 
defenders of the present arrange- 
ment. The' change in the date of the 
presidential 
inauguration, however, 


is secondary to the proposed new 
congressional 
plan. The 
Inaugural" 


date automatically would move for- 
ward if the congressional meetings 
were changed. 


CAN STILL FUNCTION. 


Under the- present system of elect- 


ing a new congress In November and 
then having a full meeting of the old 
:ongress in the following December, 
defeated "holdovers" or lame ducks- 
are permitted to legislate after the 
people have repudiated them at the 
polls. By the same token a presl- 
flent, defeated for' reelection In No- 
vember, is permitted on the first 
Monday in December to give to Con- 
Kiess his ideas as to what Is best for 
the nation for the year after he has 
been thrown out of office. 


A-NOTHER ADVANTAGE. 


Furthermore, 
under 
the 
present 


system a congressman elected 
for 


two sessions of congress, Is permit- 
ted to serve only In one before he 
must take his cause once more be- 
fore the voters. 
Under the proposed 


new system he would serve In two 
congresses and would have made his 
ability 
or 
his 
Inability perfectly 


plain. 


One great value o'f the new system 


is that it would make extra sessions 
of congress unnecessary 
except In 


some extreme emergency. As it is 
extra sessions during the past six- 
teen years have been numerous. They 
were called by Presidents Taft, Wil- 
son and Harding. 


VIRTUALLY USELESS. 


Under the present system the so- 


called short session of congress, liko 
the one which convenes Dec. 1 and 
must adjourn by March 4, is virtually 
useless so far as general legislation 
Is concerned. It has about all it can 
do to pass the supply bills. The con- 
stitutional limitation upon the ses- 
sion permits of filibusters and the 
talking to depth of many measures— 
some at least of which might be for 
the public good.

•was first suggostod. many years ago, 
•w* had columns of the hi? help we 
might expect from him. He was to 
Iray eggs at a season when they are 
plentiful, thereby helping to hold up 
the price that might otherwise go 
too low. 


Then he was to sf!l those eggs at 


a season such as this and later, 
thereby helping to hold the price of 
"fresh" to a reasonable figure. It 
looked good on paper, but there are 
many who say It has not worked out 
aa well as could be wished.

Most ol 
nil can get along a few weeks with- 
out eggs, can leave them off the bill 
of fare when they get too high in 
price.

ar NEED HOT BE SO. 


President Coolidge has been mak- 


ing an extended study of agricul- 
ture; he has resources and equip- 
ment to do the job thoroughly. He 
always has at command the best in- 
formation and experts to be found in 
the world. 


And when Coolidge was a boy he 


grew up on a farm in Vermont. In 
that state there isn't much margin 
in farming, but the father, John, and 
the son, Cal, have survived.

It may be, Indeed the facts ot the 
"cent election seem to prove It, that

and symbol of their Ideas and asplra. 


We need not assert that Cool 


, The second Is James M. Cox, who 
was the candidate in 1920. If he had 
the qualifications for leadership In 
the sense and under the conditions 
under which Coolidge had leadership 
of the Republican party—if that were 
true, Cox -would have been again the 
candidate In 1924. Certainly he would 
have had a more dominating part In 
the present campaign and in his 
party's recent years of history, than 
in fact h» has had. It hardly needs 
further amplification to show that 
Cox Is not likely to be the man to 
stand face to face to Coolldga In the 
sense In which Roosevelt, when his 
party was out of power, stood face 
to face with Wilson; or, before that, 
Bryan to Roosevelt. 


The third of the men who have had 


the Democratic party's nomination 
for the presidency Is John W. Davis. 
It Is conceivable, but not likely, that 
he could fill the need. The fact that 
he Buffered a defeat, and a defeat as 
disastrous as either that of Cox or 
Parker, li a handicap. Many poli- 
ticians would say It is an Insuper- 
able obstacle. In fact, It Is not neces- 
sarily Insuperable. Nevertheless, for 
other circumstances, It Is unlikely 
that Davis will be the man to be- 
come the Democratic 
equivalent of 


Coolidge, to be the kind of symbol, 
spokesman and leader that Wilson, 
Roosevelt and Bryan were, and that 
Coolidge is now apparently about to

DAVIS' FUTURE. 


It is conceivable for Davis to de- 


vote himself to political life, to think 
and function In terms of political 
ideas, to set up policies alternative 
to Cool!dge<*, to tak» advantage of 
Republican mistakes — to he, In short, 
th» leader of the 
opposition, the 


spokesman of that mass of voters, 
however large It may be from time 
to time, who will not agree with 
what the Republican party does. It 
la conceivable for Davis to flo this. 
But observers think It Is unlikely he 
•will. It Is anticipated as more likely 
that Davis will regard his running 
for the presidency as an episode, will 
more ,or less retire from politics; and 
will resume the practice of law, un- 
der circumstances so exacting of hard 
work and devotion, as to leave him 
without the necessary time and ener- 
gy tp function as a great political 


thing.

of the Investment market this week 
was found not in the activity and 
strength in the low priced railroad 
bonds although this was indeed strik- 
ing but in the action of Uuited States 
government loans. Early In the week 
a Belling movement developed In all 
the Libertys and in the Treasury 
4',i's carrying them down sharply 
from the prices prevailing just prior 
to the election. 


The decline was the most marked 


In the treasury 4U'a simply because 
they were the Issue selling at the 
highest price. To a less degree the 
same phenomena was observable in 
high grade railroad and industrial 
securities. 


MANY REASONS. 


A number of reasons were suggest 


ed for this development.One was the 
slightly harder 
tendency

money market. 
In itself this is 


scarcely an adequate explanation as 
while there was some firming up of 
rates for time funds for the longer 
maturities,, it was not carried far. 


Another suggestion was that a pro- 


cess of switching was going on from 
the low yielding into

convincing theory but It applies rath 
er to individual Investors than to 
banks which are the largest holders 
of government bonds. The proballll- 
ties are that It was expected of high- 
er rates for money rather than their 
actual arrival which influenced the 
selling Mbeftys.
